Mounds Map Be the Relics of An Ancient Civilization 


(By th* Atticist** Pna) 
OKLAHOMA CITY. Spot. 3. 
Investigation of two large earth 
mounds near Muskogee, Okla.. 
believed 
by 
J. 
B. 
Thoburn, 
secretary 
of 
the 
Oklahoma 
Historical Society, to be the 
ruins of an entirely distinct 
culture of the Mound-Builders, 
will bepill in the near future, 
he announced here today. 
Tho­ 
burn is an 
archaeologist of 
state wide reputation. He ex­ 
pressed the 
belief 
that the 
mounds were constructed more 
than 600 to 800 years ago. 
He 
was informed 
recently. 
he said, that citizens of Mus­ 
kogee would fit out an archae­ 
ological expedition to investi­ 
gate 
these' 
evidences 
of 
tho 
existance of 
mound 
dwelling 
tribes. 
In explaining the work of in­ 
vestigation 
of 
the 
ruins 
of 
mound-builders’ homes in Ok­ 
lahoma. Mr. Thoburn said many 
mounds have been noted in the 
eastern part of Oklahoma, but 
mounds of this type are not 
ruins of the other structures.

but constructed as mounds, and 
their form has been but slight­ 
ly affected by erosion mr other 
changes of time. 
They are in various forms, 
circular, ellptlcal, oblong, rect­ 
angular, square, conical, pyra­ 
midal ring-shape, in fact almost 
every conceivable form is rep­ 
resented. 
One Near Ancone. 
One of the mounds which Mr. 
Thorburn has agreed to Inves­ 
tigate is located about a mile 
north of Baeone College. 
It Is 
a 
trunkated 
pyramid, 
about 
sixty five feet square at the 
base, Ten feet high, and per 
fectly level on top. 
It not only 
is absolutely 
square 
in its 
ground plan, but also it ap­ 
parently perfectly square with 
the cardinal points. 
“The late 
Robert 
Hanks, of 
Webber’s Falls, showed me the 
site of Fort Davis, a Confeder­ 
ate Military post during the 
first year or two of the Civil 
war, and informed me that the 
flag-staff of the post was er­ 
ected in the 
center 
of the 
mound,*' Thorburn said today. 
“The orther mound,” he ad­ 
ded. “is located 
in a field 
about half a mile to the north 


east. 
It la in the form of a 
massive circular heap of earth, 
but externally does not appear 
to have as much significance 
as the one first described.” 
A plea for preservation of 
the mounds until proper arch­ 
aeological expeditions may be 
fitted out, was made by Mr. 
Thorburn, who said “In 
my 
opinion, no amount of scien­ 
tific seal could justify the de­ 
struction of these monuments 
which were left to mark the 
activities of the vanished race. 
Such monuments are compara­ 
tively rare in Oklahoma and 
•Muskogee is the only city in 
the state so far as I ain aware, 
which has such objects of an­ 
tiquity ^within her immediate 
environs?’ 
“Any 
excavation 
which is 
planned 
in 
the 
interest of 
scientific knowledge should be 
done 
by 
means of 
trenches, 
pits or tunnels, which can be 
refilled.” he said. 
Mr. Thorburn expressed the 
opinion that 
at least a few 
objects which 
will 
tend to 
throw some light on the iden­ 
tity and culture of the people 
who laboriously piled up these 
heaps of earth, will be found.
